other side, the court ruled a 
May, 
1970, 
decision by the 
zoning board will stand. 
That 
decision, 
permitting 
construction 
of 
a 
six-unit 
apartment house on the nor­ 
th w e s t 
corner 
of 
North 
Charlotte and Grace streets, 
was 
hotly 
contested 
and 
reportedly led to the resignation 
of the chairman of the zoning 
board. 
The court order, signed by 
Judge 
A. 
Benjamin 
Scirica, 
upheld the board’s granting of 
a special exception to the zoning 
laws so the apartment can be 
erected on land owned by Rocco 
A. and Anna F. Perate, Kenny 
Road 
and 
Oakcrest 
Drive, 
Lower Pottsgrove Township. 
A 
special 
exception 
was 
needed under a clause in the 
zoning ordinance requiring it 
and thereby developing the need 
for a full hearing so plans for 
any apartment building can be 
outlined completely, and to give 
citizens an opportunity to ob­ 
ject. 
In this case there were ob­ 
jectors in abundance. 


PRIVATE CITIZEN 
The initial hearing before the 
zoning board was set for April 
24, 1970. The people involved 
showed up but it never really 
got underway. Suchoza, saying 
he was representing himself as 
a private citizen living near the 
proposed building and as the 
unpaid spokesman for a dozen 
other residents of that area, ob­ 
jected at the outset. 
He said Leo H. Eshbach. 
assistant borough solicitor and 
legal counsel for the zoning 
board, was a member of the 
same law firm he is associated 
with 
— 
O’Donnell, 
Weiss, 
Mattei, Suchoza and Henry. 
And, he continued, despite the 
fact he was acting as a private 
citizen, there later could be a 
charge of conflict of interest.

U.S. Economy 
Suffers Relapse 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s economy suffered a re­ 
lapse 
in the July-September 
quarter while the inflation rate, 
responding to President Nixon’s 
treatment, showed marked im­ 
provement, the government re­ 
ported Friday. 
As two key reports on the 
state of the economy were re­ 
leased, 
Nixon 
chose 
all 22 
members of the pay-and-price 
panels that will decide how 
much wages and prices can go 
up after his 90-day freeze ex­ 
pires Nov. 13. 
The two reports supplied a 
mixture of both good and bad 
economic news. A slower-paced 
economy means little progress 
is apt to be made on the unem­ 
ployment front immediately. A 


Grocery Prices 


Drop a Penny 


For Each Dollar 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gro­ 
cery prices dropped a penny 
per dollar last month to help 
cut the overall rise in living 
costs to nearly half the past 
year’s monthly average and 
President Nixon’s chief econo­ 
mist said “We are pleased.” 
The one per cent decline in 
supermarket prices and a sim­ 
ilar sized drop for automobiles 
partially offset price hikes for 
housing, clothing, medical care 
and recreation, said the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. 
But 
Dr. 
Paul 
McCracken, 
chairman of Nixon’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, and Arnold 
Weber, staff director of the 
Cost of Living Council, said 
price hikes for some clothing 
and food items appeared out of 
line with the wage-price freeze 
and will be investigated. 
The government’s Consumer 
Price Index rose two-tenths of 
one per cent to 122.4, meaning 
it cost $12.24 in September for 
every $10 worth of typical fami­ 
ly purchases in the 1967 base 
period—up two cents for the 
month and 49 cents over the 
year. 
September was the first full 
month of Nixon’s freeze on 
prices and wages. 


Rehnquist 
Of Liberal 
M ay be 
Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 
indication developed F r i d a y 
that Justice Department lawyer 
William H. Rehnquist may be 
more of a target of Senate 
Democratic liberals than Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s other Supreme 
Court nominee, Lewis S. Pow­ 
ell, Jr. 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., had 
some favorable comments at a 
news conference about Powell, 
a Richmond,, Va., trial lawyer 
and a Democrat, but he took a 
different track in response to 
questions about Rehnquist, a 
Republican. 
Bayh said he and three of his 
Democratic colleagues on the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee 
have 
written 
to 
Chairman 
James O. Eastland, D-Miss., 
asking that the American Bar 
ssociation be invited to testify 
on the nominees’ qualifications. 
Bayh said Sens. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., Philip A. 
Hart, D-Mich., and John V. 
Tunney, D-Calif., were the oth­ 
er signers of the letter. 
No date has yet been set for 


the committee’s hearings on 
the nominations, announced by 
President Nixon Thursday night 
on a radio-television address to 
the nation. 
But a committee aide in­ 
dicated the hearings are likely 
to start Nov. 3. 
Bayh said Rehnquist, an as­ 
sistant attorney general, gave a 
Senate judiciary subcommittee 
testimony in March indicating 
“he would tend to have you be­ 
lieve that the government had 
a vested right to bug our tele­ 
phones and invade our individ­ 
ual privacy.” 
The senator said he thinks 
there is too much snooping 
now, and has been in past ad­ 
ministrations, and added 
“I 
hate to see somebody put on 
the Supreme Court if he really 
believes in lowering the bars 
and letting big brother come 
into our bedrooms.” 
While Bayh said he is con­ 
cerned by attitudes expressed 
by Rehnquist at the hearing on 
Army spying on civilians, he 
said he wants to hear what the 


slower rate of inflation means a 
siower rise in prices. 
The Commerce Department 
said the Gross National Prod­ 
uct, total output of the nation’s 
goods and services, advanced 
at a 3 per cent annual rate in 
the third quarter in terms of 
noninflated dollars. 


TOO SLOW 
Economists consider that rate 
of growth too slow to cut into 
the currently high unemploy­ 
ment, 
which 
has 
hovered 
around 
6 per cent since the 
first of the year. They say at 
least a 4 per cent growth rate 
is needed to start making in­ 
roads into the jobless rate. 
Dr. 
Paul 
W. 
McCracken, 
chairman of Nixon’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, said the 
GNP advance was “less than 
the ongoing gains that we have 
to achieve.” 
Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., a critic of Nixon’s eco­ 
nomic moves, said the GNP re­ 
port Showed “the economy took 
a large step backward in the 
third quarter.” 
After a mild recession last 
year, 
the 
economy 
bounced 
back strongly in the first three 
months of 1971, then recorded a 
growth rate of 4.75 per cent in 
the second quarter, as Nixon 
moved to sharply expansionary 
budget and monetary policies. 
The good news in the GNP 
report was a 3.3 per cent rate 
of inflation, down from last 
quarter’s 4.25 per cent and the 
lowest since the second quarter 
of 1967. 
Paralleling that, the Labor 
Department said the Consumer 
Price Index rose two-tenths of 
one per cent in September, the 
first full month of the wage- 
price freeze. 
A one per cent decline in su­ 
permarket prices and a similar 
drop in auto prices offset price 
boosts for housing, clothing, 
medical care and recreation. 
“We have moved along a 
little more rapidly than I would 
have 
expected 
a 
couple of 
months ago,” McCracken told 
newsmen. “We are pleased.” 
Nixon has said the goal of his 
post-freeze program will be re­ 
ducing the rate of inflation be­ 
tween 2 and 3 per cent. 
Tha jump in the Consumer 
Price Index reflects an annual 
rise of 2.4 per cent.

The association has 30 days 
in which to file an appeal. After 
that the Montgomery County 
ruling will become final. 
Harry B. Penrose, president 
of the Pottsgrove Taxpayers 
Association, 
said Friday af­ 
ternoon his organization will 
have to study the opinion and 
order, consult with legal counsel 
and discuss the matter before 
a decision can be made on an 
appeal. 


One of the other objections 
filed by the board 
through 
Salkin was that the suit against 
construction of the intermediate 
school was not filed by a tax- 
paying agency in the three 
townships served by the Potts­ 
grove School Board. 
Despite the fact that all 
members of the association pay 
taxes; 
the 
association itself 
doesn’t, said Salkin, and no 
financial harm can befall that 
agency through construction of 
the school.

Soviets Formally 


Protest Sniper 


Attack at UN 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Union formally protested Fri­ 
day the sniper attack on its 
U.N. 
Mission in New York 
and suggested that continued 
anti-Soviet 
terrorism 
might 
make further functioning of So­ 
viet institutions in the United 
States “impossible.” 
Tass, the government news 
agency, said a protest note 
charged U.S. authorities with 
“winking” at the Jewish De­ 
fense League, a militant New 
York Jewish group. 
U . S . 
Ambassador 
Jacob 
Beam was summoned to the 
Foreign Ministry to receive the 
protest note. Tass quoted part 
of it as saying: 
“Since under the generally 
recognized international norms, 
the United States government 
must ensure the nomal condi­ 
tions for functioning in the 
United States of institutions of 
the States with which it main­ 
tains diplomatic relations, the 
question 
arises 
whether 
the 
matter is being pushed to the 
point where further functioning 
of the Soviets in the United 
States will become impossible. 
“If this is so, the Soviet gov­ 
ernment will draw the neces­ 
sary conclusions.” 
Three windowpanes of the So­ 
viet U.N. mission in New York 
were 
shattered 
Wednesday 
night by four shots fired into a 
room where diplomats’ children 
were watching television. Po­ 
lice said the bullets came from 
Hunter College, just across the 
street. No one was injured. 


Secretary of Labor J. D. Hod­ 
gson said in a private memo­ 
randum, the Associated Press 
learned. 
The memorandum said that 
none of the five labor members 
Nixon appointed to the board 
showed up for a morning “get- 
acquainted” meeting.

25 Kent State Disorder 
Indictments Stand Up 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - 
The 6th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals let stand Friday in­ 
dictments of 25 persons in last 
year’s Kent State University 
disorders. But it upheld a lower 
court order that a county grand 
jury reported critical of the 
university administration be ex­ 
punged. 
The attorneys for the 25 stu­ 
dents and faculty members had 
argued that the grand jury re­ 
port “villified” persons on the 
campus 
and 
indicated 
they 
were guilty before they were 
tried. 
The report placed a “major 
responsibility” for the disorders 
on the school administration 
a n d e x o n e r a t e d National 
Guardsmen who fired on stu­ 
dents, four of whom were killed 
during the May 4, 1970, disturb­ 
ance. 
The three-judge appeals court 
also let stand an order by a 
Portage County Common Pleas 
judge who barred nearly 300 
grand jury witnesses, court of­ 
ficers 
and others associated 
with the probe from discussing 
the investigation. That order 
had been overturned by a lower 
federal court, and the appellate 
panel ruled the question should 
have been raised with a state 
court. 


OTHER DISORDERS 
The office of Ohio Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown said he is ob­ 
ligated to go ahead with prose­ 
cuting the 25 students, former 


students and faculty members 
indicted for riot and other dis­ 
orders during the campus dis­ 
turbances. 
Attorney Gerald Messerman, 
who had sought to have the 
grand jury report erased, said 
he was pleased with the appel­ 
late ruling. He said he was not 
involved in appealing the in­ 
dictments but was not sur­ 
prised at that decision. 
Defense 
attorney 
Benjamin 
Scheerer, however, said the de­ 
fendants “cannot get a fair 
trial.” He had appealed the in­ 
dictments 
to 
U.S. 
District 
Court. 
The appellate panel, ruling on 
the indictments, said the appel­ 
lants had failed to establish bad 
faith in release of the report or 
that they would “suffer great 
and 
immediate 
irreparable 
harm from prosecution of in­ 
dictments.” 
The appeals court found no 
error in U.S. District Court 
Judge Thomas Williams’ order 
to expunge the grand jury re­ 
port because it could injure 
those indicted. 
The court said former Atty. 
Gen. Paul W. Brown and his 
special counsel “were mistak­ 
en” in issuing the grand jury 
report but said their collective 
error was “a good faith mis­ 
conception of the controlling 
law applicable to a grand jury 
report of the type and content 
of the special grand jury re­ 
port.” 


Nixon announced earlier Fri­ 
day members of the two panels 
he said should fight inflation 
without imposing massive gov­ 
ernment sanctions. 
C o n c l u d i n g a two - week 
search, Nixon named U.S. Dis­ 
trict Judge George H. Boldt of 
Washington state to head the 15 
member Pay Board, and C. 
Jackson Grayson Jr., dean of 
Southern Methodist University’s 
business school to head the 
c o m p a n i o n seven-member 
Price Commission. 
Four 
men 
with 
academic 
backgrounds were picked as 
other public members of the 
Pay Board, five union leaders 
as labor representatives, and 
five 
business 
executives 
as

tives. One woman, an economics 
professor, was among the Price 
Commission members, who in­

Pennsylvania 
Gov. William Scranton. 
In a meeting with the panel 
members, Nixon did not say 
whether he wants specific per­ 
centage guidelines for wage 
and prices increases after the 
present freeze expires Nov. 13, 
aides said.

Nixon stressed that “the post­ 
freeze system requires individ­ 
uals and decisions that are fair 
and just and will invoke public 
support.” 
Public backing will never be 
achieved if the boards “rely 
too much on government sanc­ 
tions,” Donald Rumsfeld, new 
director of the* Cost of living 
Council, quoted Nixon as say­ 
ing.

Transfiguration 


At daybreak on the morning of July 
14th, 1789, a mob surged through the 
streets of Paris toward the Bastille. The 
walls of the great prison were forty feet 
thick and it was garrisoned with veteran 
soldiers. DeLauney, the warden, listened 
to the distant murmur in the town, saw 
the black mass of angry people approach­ 
ing in the distance. 
As the multitude closed in about the 
stronghold, he loaded his cannon with 
grapeshot and opened fire. For hours the 
mob raged vainly under the towering 
walls. Then a blacksmith named Louis 
Tourney ran toward the drawbridge with 
a hatchet, climbed the roof of a guard­ 
house. and amid a hail of bullets, ham­ 
mered at the great chain that held the 
drawbridge. 
Soon the drawbridge fell, 
the mob surged over and battering rams 
were launched at the gates. At half past 
five o’clock there was a great shout. The 
gates fell in. The Bastille was taken. 
Meanwhile Louis XVI was attending 
the opening of the States General, where 
the Bishop of Nancy gave an address 
describing the appalling condition of the 
French people and urging immediate 
action. But the King had fallen asleep 
and the Bishop’s address was punctuated 
by the royal snores. He had slept through 
a revolution. 
One of the real dangers of our time is 
of sleeping through the revolutions that 
take place in our community. There are 
changes in society, not violent but often 
silent, that apparently take place un­ 
noticed by the majority. Of course some 
people prefer to remain asleep. Two men 
were seated together in a crowded bus. 
One of them noticed that the other had his 
eyes closed. 
“What’s the matter, Bill,” he asked, 
“Feeling ill?” 
“I’m all right,” answered Bill, “I just 
hate to see ladies standing.”

But sleeping through a revolution is no 
escape from the consequences. 
There 
has been a change, — a revolution in our 
thinking about the world. The advent of 
the Atomic Age has brought the nations 
of the world together in one bundle for 
survival or destruction. Isolationism has 
gone to the guillotine. All our eggs are in 
one basket, and if we don’t want a world­ 
wide mess of broken eggs, we must make 
it a strong basket. 
Every new missile launching is an 
alarm signal against sleeping through 
this atomic revolution. 
A man late for 
work one morning was asked by his fore­ 
man. “Didn’t your alarm clock go off?” 
“Yes, it went off all right,” came the 
reply, “but the trouble was it went off 
while I was asleep!” 
And the trouble is that our atomic 
missile warnings are going off while 
many are asleep. 
And at the same time there has been a 
silent, peaceful revolution in our think­ 
ing about the importance of the individual. 
In a world of mass production and mass 
consumption and mass destruction, it is 
still the individual man who is most 
important. 
Right after the bombing of.Hiroshima, 
the first newspaper correspondent to enter 
the city uTas a Japanese. He wrote that 
he had a double mission: to see the results 
of the bombing, and also to find one per­ 
son, if possible,—his own mother. In the 
midst of mass destruction, it was the indi­ 
vidual who counted. And the hope of the 
world lies in what happens in the minds 
and hearts of individuals, for people are 
history. 
In the Belgian Congo the usual African 
greeting is the word: “Omwa?” which 
means: “Are you awake?” It is a ques­ 
tion every man has to face: “Is he 
awake?” Or is he sleeping through a 
revolution?

But if a pattern of such exchanges 
could be developed, that might lead to 
larger numbers of men being freed by 
both sides. The Paris negotiations have 
led to naught, on the surface at least.

stomachs can feel overloaded

distressed 
when 
eating 
habits are poor. 
Let us just assume that it 
is a so-called “dyspepsia” that 
causes a feeling of abdominal 
distention 
and 
a 
sense 
of 
f u l l n e s s 
after 
eating. 
Moderation 
in 
eating 
will 
prevent 
this 
flatulence 
and 
discomfort. 
However, 
if 
the 
condition 
persists, 
a 
general 
physical 
examination might also include 
X-rays 
of 
the 
stomach, 
the 
upper 
intestine 
and the 
gall 
bladder, to see if some basic 
malfunction exists. 
A note of warning is in order, 


for your husband and for others 
who may take too much baking 
soda 
(sodium 
bicarbonate). 
Cases have been reported of 
damage to the stomach lining 
by sudden over-distention of the 
stomach caused by the gases 
that accumulate when soda and 
club soda are mixed.

4th March for Victory 
Set Today by Mclntire 


TUCSON, Ariz. (A P) - The 
guns were quiet on that pleas­ 
ant Sunday in Vietnam, the war 
but a 
whisper. For Spec. 4 
George Fryett Jr. it was a time 
for Bermuda shorts, sandals, a 
sports shirt. A perfect day for 
an eight-mile bicycle ride to the 
swimming pool at Tu Due on 
the outskirts of Saigon. 
But Fryett never made it. 
Instead he pedaled his way 
along the Kings Highway into a 
Viet Cong trap and became the 
first American prisoner of the 
Vietnam war. 
Fryett is free now, working 
as a real estate salesm an in 
Tucson. He says he still has 
physical and nervousness prob­ 
lems stemming from his captiv­ 
ity. He believes that they are| 
as much the result of a lack of 
proper treatm ent by Americans 
after his release as of harass­ 
ment or beatings by his cap­ 
tors. 
And he says he is worried 
about other prisoners of war 
who have been or will be re­ 
leased 
and 
thrown 
into situ­ 
ations sim ilar to his own. 
N E E D T R E A T M E N T 
“No one, just no one, can 
come out of a prisoner of war 
camp in the same mental and 
physical shape he 
went in,” 
Fryett said in an interview. “ It 
may not show up right away—it 
may even be years later—but 
many of these men are going to 
need treatm ent.” 
The story of Spec. 4 Fryett 
began in Izmir, Turkey, where 
he served as a foreign language 
instructor to senior officers un­ 
til early 1961. 
A friend there dropped a re­ 
m ark 
that Vietnam was 
the 
place to be. Fryett said, “ I was 
told it was .beautiful, even ex­ 
citing, and I wanted to see the 
world.” 


So, on July 4, 1961, Fryett 
stepped off a plane at Tan Son 
Nhut Airport. He would work at 
headquarters in Saigon. 
Five month" later, on the day 
before Christmas as he peddled 
his way through the edge of 
Saigon, two Vietnamese villa­ 
gers casually approached him 
from behind on bicycles. 
One of the two passed him. 
Seconds later a hand grenade 
exploded, peppering him from 
head to foot with shrapnel. The 
two 
cyclists 
dragged 
him 
through the brush, blindfolded 
him 
and threw 
him to 
his 
knees. 
“ I 
was sure I'd be killed 
on 
the 
spot,” Fryett said. “ I 
re- 
m e m b e r e d 
reading 
about 
Americans who had been cap­ 
tured in Korea, then blindfolded 
and 
shot in the back of 
the 
head.” 


M ARCH ALL RIGHT 
Fryett was forced to march 
all night until the group rested 
near a stream in the morning, 
Christmas Day. It was then, 
Fryett recalled, that he made 
his only attem pt to escape. 
“ I had a choice, it seemed, to 
either die or escape. . .or die 
trying to escape. I managed to 
loosen 
the 
binds around 
my 
wrists, got a chance and tried 
to swim across the stream un­ 
derw ater.” 
He was recaptured before he 
reached the other side. 


Later 
he 
was 
marched i 
through a village to a Vietnam-! 
ese 
nurse 
who 
dressed 
his 
wounds. 
In the coming months inter­ 
rogation, harassm ent, threats, 
and beatings all became rou­ 
tine. he said. 
“About once a month they’d 
tired of m e” and, he said, force 
him to dig a grave for himself. 
“ I slept on the ground most of 
the time, but later was given a 
hammock to swing under the 
trees like one of the Viet Cong 
soldiers.” - 
Fifty pounds lighter and in ill 
health, Fryett was marched to 
a 
bus 
going 
to 
S a i g o n . 
“ Sometimes I think they did 
it just because they didn’t know 
what to do with m e,” he said. 
“ At other tim es, 1 think they 
wanted to show the world they 
had compassion.” 
His porblems were far from 
over. 
For one thing, he said, the 
Army thought he had deserted 
or was absent without leave 
and had removed his records 
from their active files three 
months before the Viet Cong 
set him free. 
Then about a month after his 
release he was afflicted with a 
high 
fever—his 
tem perature 
soared to 106—and military hos­ 
pital 
personnel 
quickly 
diag­ 
nosed his condition as malaria. 


But he said they noted on his 
records, too, that he had a 
“ thinking disorder” about once 
being a prisoner of war. 
F ryett’s 
captivity and 
sub­ 
sequent release were covered 
in 
the 
news 
media. 
Several 
days after his release by the 
Viet Cong he appeared at a 
news conference arranged by 
the military. He said then that 
during 
his 
captivity he 
was 
forced 
to 
read 
propaganda 
documents aloud several times 
daily 
and 
was 
led 
on 
long 
marches, his arm s bound and a 
rope around his neck. 
The Pentagon says today it 
has no record of Fryett’s ever 
being listed as a deserter or as 
AWOL. He was once listed as a 
POW, a spokesman said. 
Fryett said that during his 
hospitalization part of his mili­ 
tary 
records 
remained 
“re­ 
tired” and out of reach of the 


hospital and that his claim of 
being 
an 
ex-POW 
was 
dis­ 
missed as a delusion. 
He was shipped off to Letter- 
man Hospital in San Francisco 
for mental rehabilitation. 
“They treated me worse in 
the hospital than the Viet Cong 
did,” he said. “I couldn’t even 
make them believe I actually 
had been a prisoner of w ar.”

Cults of Satanism and Witchcraft Spring Up Throughout Nation 
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THE SATANIC CULT — In Daytona 
Beach, Fla., dim figures were seen re­ 
cently dancing around a tombstone at 
midnight. In Washington, D. C., a m in­ 
ister says his church was burned down 
by a group of black magicians. Tens of 
thousands of Americans—many of them 


well educated—are dabbling these days 
in Satanism, witchcraft, voodoo and 
other forms of white and black magic.

dummy. All he needed for this 
line of play to succeed was for 
West to have more than two 
clubs. 
But South was not content to 
rely on just this one possibility. 
He wanted to disguise his actual 
club holding so as to have an 
added chance for the slam in 
case West really did have only 
two clubs. 
According, at trick four, he 
played a heart to the king, 
returned a club and “finessed” 
the queen.

Good 'and evil spirits 
haunt All Hallow's Eve

That mystical magical night, Halloween, is almost 
upon us and for days past weird and wonderful characters 
have slipped through the shadows on their way to parties. 
It is the most eagerly anticipated and exciting holiday of 
childhood, next to Christmas. According to a designer of 
party goods for Hallmark Cards, more children’s parties 
take place at Halloween than any other time, except, of 
course, Christmas. 
Time was when grown-ups, too, found fancy dress par­ 
ties very exciting. And why not? For one wondrous evening, 
they could shed their daily cares in the wonderful world of 
make-believe. A worn and weary housewife could become 
an entrancing siren and a worried and underpaid husband 
could be a swashbuckling buccaneer. The homely could be 
beautiful and the handsome, comic. 
Halloween has an ancient heritage and festivities of the 
night were for all ages. It is the night before All Saints’ 
Day and is known around the world by various names. In 
Britain, as well as being called All Hallow’s Eve and All 
Hallow E ’en, it is known as Nutcrack Night as the roasting 
of chestnuts plays an important part in festivities. 
In Ireland, the night when the spirits walk is sometimes 
called Oidhche Shamhna, or the Vigil of Samhain, Lord of 
Death. On the Isle of Man the name is Hogunnas. Origin 
of Halloween goes back to the Roman autumn festival of 
Pomona, goddess of the orchard. 


CH EERFUL GIVERS REWARDED 
The custom of “trick or treat” is tied in with the har­ 
vest season and originated centuries ago in Ireland. Early 
in the history of the Emerald Isle an open-air parliament 
was held each year at Tara on Halloween, when fruits and 
crops had been harvested. This gathering passed a law allow­ 
ing farmers to go from house to house on the eve of All 
Saint’s Day, soliciting food for poor villagers. Those who 
gave cheerfully were promised prosperity. Those who 
were tightfisted were made to perform an embarassing 
trick, like running three times around the village under 
pain of vengeance from the god Muck Olla. 
An offshoot of the custom was brought to the United 
States by 19th century Irish immigrants as “trick or treat.” 
With the passage of years and events, help for the poor 
has returned to festivities in “trick or treat for UNICEF.” 
Each Halloween countless costumed children ask their dole 
in the form of money to help hungry and ill children 
throughout the world. 
An insurance company sends some tips for protection 
of the young sprites and hobgoblins as they go from house 
to house in the exciting march for treats. Use only bright 
costumes. A white sheeted ghost is more easily seen by 
passing drivers of automobiles than a black clad witch. 
But even a brightly costumed child may be hard to dis­ 
tinguish as the evening darkens; so a florescent strip on the 
clothing is suggested. . 
Be sure to chaperone the children and have them 
carry flashlights, not lighted candles. Warn them to accept 
only candy, gum or anything else edible that is securely 
wrapped. Each Halloween has its toll of poisoned children. 
Those who are expecting unearthly visitors should keep 
their house fronts lighted: so there is no danger of a child 
walking into objects and holes, not easily seen in the dark. 


SAGA OF SPOOKS AND ROMANCE 
Weird, ancient superstitions surround the celebration of 
Halloween in other parts of the world. On Scotland’s lonely 
moors the devil is said to appear in kilts, playing bagpipes 
or clicking castenets made of dead men’s bones. 
Legends from Ireland recount that country folk used 
to protect their animals against the walking spirits by plac­ 
ing around their necks bells that had been blessed. Farm ers 
there also put crossed branches of ash and juniper on stable 
doors to keep witches from harming their horses. 
In England, there’s a time honored myth that if a per­ 
son eats a crust of bread just before retiring on Halloween, 
any wish he desires will be granted by morning. 
Forecasting a lad’s or lassie’s romantic future also is

The 
young men are brought in blindfolded, one at a time, and 
asked to choose a bowl. A man who picks the empty bowl 
will remain a bachelor. Choosing a bowl of clear water 
means marrying a young girl and selecting the muddy water 
means marrying a widow. Some probably preferred that, 
if the widow was wealthy.

Shrugs Off 
Criticism 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. (AP) 
— Sen. Edward M. Kennedy de­ 
fended his stand on the with­ 
drawal of British troops from 
Northern Ireland Friday, and 
shrugged off criticism it has 
produced 
in 
England 
and 
Northern Ireland. 
“It wasn’t wholly unexpect­ 
ed,” Kennedy said in an inter­ 
view, when asked about the se­ 
vere criticism of his suggestion 
that British troops be 
with­ 
drawn. 
“Is it any different than the 
reaction of the Pakistani gov­ 
ernment 
to 
my 
statem ents 
about 
a 
m i l l i o n 
refugees 
living in India, which continues 
to be one of the great tragedies 
of modern tim es?” he asked. 
“ And is it any different than 
the reaction of the Lagos gov­ 
ernment 
to 
my 
statem ents 
about the plight of hundreds of 
thousands of Biafrans? And is 
it any different than the reac­ 
tion of South Vietnamese Presi­ 
dent (Nguyen Van) Thieu to 
my statem ents about American 
policies in South Vietnam ?” 
“ I feel the United States has 
a responsibility and m y ex­ 
pression is a continuing con­ 
cern for oppression whether it 
exists in this state, this country 
or abroad or in Northern Ire­ 
land.” he added. 
BLOOD BATH 
Kennedy said he disagreed 
with the British government po­ 
sition that if it pulled out its 
troops, a blood bath would fol­ 
low. “ They said the same thing 
about Cyprus and about Pales­ 
tine and there wasn’t a blood­ 
bath 
there,” 
said 
the 
Mas­ 
sachusetts Democrat. 
“ It’s the same argum ent I ’ve 
heard in the United States Sen­ 
ate about the withdrawal of 
U.S. troops in Southeast Asia. 
In the 60s I heard that conflict 
could only be resolved by mili­ 
tary means, yet both presidents 
Johnson and Nixon have since 
realized that it can only be set­ 
tled through a negotiated settle­ 
m ent,” he said. 
Kennedy said he was heart­ 
ened that one leading British 
paper, 
the 
London 
Sunday 
Times, backed his position on 
Northern Ireland. Other British 
press accused Kennedy of m ak­ 
ing statem ents to win presiden­ 
tial votes among Irish-Ameri- 
cans. 
Prim e Minister Brian Faulk­ 
ner had accused Kennedy of 
playing “ American politics with 
Ulster lives.” Faulkner said, “ I 
regret there was no reference 
by Sen. Kennedy to the m ur­ 
ders and devastation being in­ 
flicted on our community by 
the IRA.” 
In London, 
about 60 Con­ 
servative members of the Brit­ 
ish Parliam ent signed a state­ 
ment criticizing Kennedy.

P o t t s t o w n area financial 
l e a d e r s 
were 
unanimous 
Thursday in their praise of 
action that reduces prime in­ 
terest rates by V\ per cent to 
5% per cent. 
Jews 
lived 
when

started. In October, 1940, the 
Nazis 
herded 
them 
behind 
hastily erected ghetto walls and 
proceeded with the task of 
extermination, first by star­ 
vation, then by means of ex­ 
termination camps that were in 
full operation by the summer 
of 1942. 
By October, 1942, the ghetto 
population 
was 
reduced 
to 
50,000, with the remainder to 
be shipped to the death camps 
in spring, 1943. 
Because of the famous ghetto 
uprising, the death camps were 
cheated of many of their vic­ 
tims. 
General Stroop, the German 
commander, reported 
to his 
superiors that not a single Jew 
gave himself up voluntarily. 


FOUGHT GUNS 
Instead, they fought flame 
throwers, machine guns, and 
tanks, 
with 
practically 
no 
weapons at all — and succeeded 
in stalling the German war 
machine. 
In the end the ghetto was 
razed but its message of valiant 
resistance continues to speak to 
the world. 
Mrs. Vodka was taken to 
Auschwitz in the winter of 1944. 
“They came at night to take 
us away,” she recalled. They 
backed big trucks to the ghetto, 
which was enclosed by a large 
electric fence, and herded us 
on. Then they transferred us to 
trains where we were jammed 
into cattle cars, with up to 75 
people per car. 
“Of course, they didn’t tell 
us where they were taking us. 
“The trip to Auschwitz, should 
have taken only a few hours, 
but they drove us up and down, 
up and downs, so that the trip 
actually lasted several days,” 
she recalled. 
“At one point they stopped 
the train and took our watches, 
d i a m o n d rings 
and gold 
jewelry.” 


M AN Y DIED 
By the end of the journey, 
10 to 20 persons were dead in 
each of the cars. 
Her 
mother, 
sister 
and 
brother were also taken to the 
concentration camp. Her first 
husband was taken to the camp 
at Litzmannstadt, now called 
Lodz, at the beginning of the 
war and she never saw him 
again. 
She waited for news four 
years after her release and then 
married Vodka who was in the 
c o n c e n t r a t i o n camp at 
Buchenwald. 
There he, too, had suffered 
and would have been killed if 
the guards had enough am­ 
munition. 
“But they had to save the 
bullets for war and so didn’t 
waste them on the prisoners,” 
Mrs. Vodka said. 
“Instead 
the 
guards 
used 
their guns to beat the victims 
and in the process they broke 
my 
husband’s 
arm 
in five 
places. It didn’t heal until eight 
years later. 
“In the meantime he had to 
undergo five major operations 
that stretched over five years.” 


BEARS MARKS 
She too still bears the marks 
of her ordeal, ever since she 
was exposed to the bitter winter 
of 1944 with insufficient clothes 
in 
the 
unheated 
cattle car 
transporting her to Auschwitz. 
A dressmaker and designer 
by profession, Mrs. Vodka is 
grateful she is able to support 
herself and her husband who 
was out of work the past five 
years. 
B u t 
together 
they 
are 
operating a pocketbook-making 
business in their home and a 
sales outlet at Zern’s Market, 
Gilbertsviile. 
The 11 top Germans who died 
in mid-October, 1946, included

K r o m a s h ,

Pottstown 
pediatrician, who treated dozens 
of similar cases the past few 
weeks. 
S e v e r a l youngsters were 
hospitalized 
with 
croup and 
tracheotomies were performed 
at Medical Center East to open 
the breathing passages of two 
children. 
Despite the increase in such 
illnesses and the large number 
of children hospitalized by this 
infection — six youngsters at 
Center 
East 
this 
week 
— 
h o s p i t a l 
officials 
haven’t 
become alarmed. 
FALL INCREASE 
Dr. 
Kromash 
said 
there 
always is an increase in croup 
and bronchitis each fall when 
the weather changes but he 
d o e s n ’ t 
consider 
this 
an 
epidemic. 
“We have seen the peak and 
its starting to slack off,” he 
said. “Last weekend we were 
hardest hit, not only here, but 
in Philadelphia and along the 
entire northeastern coast.” 
“The 
younger, 
pre-school 
children are the hardest hit,” 
Dr. 
Kromash 
added. 
“The 
tissue structure of their chests 
is not fully developed, therefore 
they are more susceptible to the 
infection.” 
Mrs. Elizabeth Trainer, night 
supervisor at Center East, noted 
that six children Wednesday 
spent the night in a crouppette, 
a small mist or oxygen tent. 


VAPORIZED AIR 
“The crouppette provides a 
high concentration of vaporized

that

breathing passages,” she said. 
“Not all doctors use the mist 
tent, as some prefer the dia 
pump which circulates natural 
air through the tent.”

Trainer 
said 
croup, 
bronchitis 
or

respiratory infections not only 
affect young children but it 
usually hits children under 3 
years of age the hardest. 
She added it can be serious 
and develop into pneumonia but 
' if caught early enough, with 
proper care and treatment, can 
be cured or prevented.

Memories Remain for Victims of Nazi Terror 


Area Woman Bears Marks 
O f Ordeal in W ar Camp

Survivors of Nazi atrocities 
still have vivid memories of the 
war crimes for which 11 top 
Nazi leaders were executed a 
quarter century ago. 
Pottstown area residents who 
saw the insides of concentration 
camps or heard relatives tell 
of the horrors, could scarcely 
contain the emotions awakened 
by memories. 
“Because 
of starvation 
in 
Auschwitz, my weight was down 
to 49 pounds but I managed to 
survive 
until 
the 
Russians 
liberated 
the 
concentration 
camp,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Morris 
Vodka, Yorkshire Apartments, 
York and Reynolds streets. 
After the ordeal was over and 
she 
regained 
her 
health, 
physicians were astounded a 
woman had been able to sur­ 
vive, she said. 


SEVERAL MEN 
The 
physicians 
heard 
of 
several men wasting away to 
the point where they were no 
more than a 47-pound skeleton 
draped in skin, but Mrs. Vodka 
said she was the first woman 
her physicians could remember 
who survived. 
Her ordeal began 
in the 
Warsaw ghetto, where 330,000

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Battle Against Cancer 


Shows Signs of Hope

Saying that a persons has 
cancer is as vague a statement 
as saying that he is laid up 
with a “bug.” About the only 
thing 
most cancers have in 
common is their capacity — 
which itself varies in intensity 
— to committ murder. 
So when physicians prepare 
to do battle with a cancer, they 
use 
very 
specific 
weapons.* 
Happily, 
there 
have 
been 
s i g n i f i c a n t breakthroughs 
during recent years in almost 
every area of treatment. 


SURGEON'S KNIFE 
The most basic and obvious 
tool is the knife in the surgeon’s 
hand, and it becomes more and 
more 
effective 
as 
medicine 
learns more about physiology 
and develops sophisticated new 
surgical instruments. Not only 
can a surgeon save a life by 
slicing out diseased tissue, he 
can now save the survivor from 
t h e 
anguish 
of 
mutilation 
through 
advances 
in 
plastic 
surgery. 
But surgery is useless when 
it is performed too late, when 
the cancer has metastasized (or 
spread) from its point of orgin 
to other parts of the body. Now, 
doctors are experimenting with 
the use of anticoagulants on the 
theory that tumor cells in the 
bloodstream 
tend 
to 
fasten 
themselves 
to 
vessels 
and 
become 
growths. 
“ By 
an- 
ticoagulating,” says one doctor, 
“ we 
hope 
to 
decrease 
cell 
adhesiveness.” 
Some of the most dramatic 
recent advances have come in 
the fields of chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy. 
Chemotherapy 
involves 
the 
use of drugs which in them­ 
selves can cause excruciating 
reactions. 
An 
injection 
of 
nitrogen 
mustard 
and 
vin­ 
cristine, for instance, burns out 
the outer lining of the stomach 
and intestinal tract and causes 
constant vomiting. 


But the drugs can also kill 
the cancer. “Since 1956,” says 
Dr. R. Lee Clark of Houston, 
“we’ve tried 250,000 new drugs 
in a national program, spending 
about $33 million a year. Out 
of those 250,000, we got 30 that 
can bring about a remission in 
one form of cancer or another. 
“ During that remission, the 
patient is free of symptoms. 
Then, the cell begins to cir­ 
cumvent the chemical and the 
patient eventually dies. But now 
we’re beginning to think that 
some patients are being cured 
by 
chemotherapy. 
Choriocar­ 
cinoma was once 100 per cent 
fatal. Now, we’re curing bet­ 
ween 50 and 70 per cent of these 
patients. Some children have a 
tumor 
of the 
kidney 
called 
Wilms Tumor. A certain per­ 
centage are now being cured 
by a combination of radiation 
therapy and chemotherapy and 
surgery.” 
Among the main beneficiaries 
of chemotherapy are sufferers 
from Hodgkin's Disease. Ten 
years ago, a person with ad­ 
vanced Hodgkin’s would have 
had no chance of survival. Now, 
thanks to chemotherapy, about 
half the victims are surviving 
for several years. 
And in an ongoing study by 
Dr. Vincent De Vita of the 
N a t i o n a l Cancer Institute, 
roughly 40 per cent of advanced 
Hodgkin's 
Disease 
patients 
treated 
with 
a 
simultaneous 
combination of four drugs are 
still free of disease more than 
four years after their last dose.

tification of one or more viruses 
as definite causes of cancer in 
humans. 
Doctors 
have 
long 
known that certain viruses can 
give an animal cancer, but not 
until a few months ago did 
experts 
at 
M.D. 
Anderson 
Hospital and Tumor Institute in 
Houston find in a human cancer 
patient a virus similar to one 
that is known to cause cancer 
in animals. 
If viruses 
and cancer can 
ever be conclusively associated, 
doctors may eventually be able 
to develop vaccines to immunize 
humans against the disease. 
Even more recently, doctors 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital in 
Baltimore devised what they 
believe may be a lifesaver for 
tens of thousands of Americans 
every year — those who die 
from cancer’s 
biggest killer, 
lung cancer. 


SPUTUM TEST 
It is a simple sputum test 
which, when it is refined, may 
be able to determine if a person 
has even the most minute speck 
of lung cancer, if he is about 
to develop it, or conversely, if 
he is one of the lucky ones who 
w'lll probably never get it. 
By early August, doctors had 
t e s t e d 
650 
patients 
and 
discovered three cases of lung 
cancer, 
none 
of 
which 
was 
developed enough to show on 
an Xray. 
When the test is 
perfected, it should be able to 
find a tumor less than half a 
centimeter in diameter. At that 
stage of development, tumors 
can usually be completely ex­ 
cised. 
The Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn., has now joined in the 
Hopkins project and will study 
6,000 smokers. 
At the moment, only one lung- 
cancer Victim in 20 lives for 
five years after contracting the 
disease. 
If the Hopkins test 
works, the survival rate should 
jump to about 60 per cent. 


Beyond that, studies are now 
under way both in Montreal and 
the National Cancer Institute to 
perfect what appears to be a 
reliable blood test for early 
detection 
of 
cancer 
of 
the 
rectum, colon and some of the 
l y m p h a t i c 
cancers. 
And 
elsewhere, researchers in im­ 
munology are working to per­ 
fect 
methods of making the 
body 
itself 
destroy 
invading 
cancers. 
For 
all 
the 
marvelous 
technological a d v a n c e s in 
cancer research, however, few 
scientists are cocky enough to 
discard 
the 
old-fashioned 
at­ 
titude toward disease known as 
the “serendipity approach.'’ 
There is always the off-chance 
that 
some 
hermit 
or 
some 
organic-food 
faddist or some 
basement chemists may come 
up 
with 
a 
valid 
anticancer 
substance. 
So 
research 
in­ 
s t i t u t e s 
welcome 
every 
suggestion, no matter how far­ 
fetched. 
‘ ‘ No 
possiblity 
is

ridiculous to be ignored,’’ sa\f 
Dr.

Schepartz

N a t i o n a l Cancer Institute 
research unit has investigated 
more than 300,000 compounds, 
including 
poison-ivy

“ I wouldn’t giggle at anything 
. . . 
Through the 
history of 
medical research,

through what people like to call 
a rational approach.” 


NOT GRACEFUL 
Cancer 
is 
not 
a 
graceful 
disease. It does not permit a 
noble or peaceful demise. It is 
a rotting, wasting sickness. But 
strangely, for those w^ho sur­ 
vive, cancer can be an en­ 
nobling experience. 
One night two years ago, a 
Palos Verde, Calif., housewife 
named Dorothy Nix lay in bed 
reading while her husband, Hal, 
slept beside her. She shifted her 
body to find a more comfortable 
position 
and, 
in 
moving, 
bumped her wrist against her 
right 
breast. 
Something 
felt 
different. 
She put the book aside and

Every year, approximately 2 
million 
persons 
die 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Some 
suffer 
heart 
attacks, 
some 
have 
strokes 
and some 
perish 
in 
accidents. But of those doomed 
to die this year, more than 
320.000 
will succumb 
to the 
terrible ravages of cancer. 
Only heart disease takes a 
greater toll, and it generally 
strikes the elderly. Cancer is 
an 
indiscriminate 
killer 
— 
wasting infants and adults alike, 
mutilating many of those it does 
not kill, and exacting an awful 
price not only from its vicims 
but from family and friends as 
well. 
A l t o g e t h e r , statisticians 
e s t i m a t e 
that 
50 million 
Americans — or 1 in every 4 
alive today — will eventually 
suffer 
from 
some 
form 
of 
cancer, and that more than 30 
million of them will die from 


It* 
Perhaps the most wretched 
aspect of cancer is the specter 
of hopelessness that has always 
accompanied it: there has never 
been, there is not now and there 
will not soon be a single reliable 
cure for all types of cancer. 
But, paradoxically enough, if 
cancer itself is not about to be 
vanquished, 
hopelessness 
is. 
Though the war against cancer 
is far from won, many doctors 
and 
scientists 
are 
convinced 
that the tide has finally turned 
in mankind's favor. 


LAST GENERATION 
As one researcher has said, 
“ We may well be the 
last 
generation of mankind to carry 
the burden of cancer on our 
shoulders.” 
This new optimism has been 
fostered by a series of social 
and medical factors. 
On 
the 
social 
front, 
the 
public’s commitment to fighting 
cancer 
has 
never 
flagged 
despite the billions of dollars 
of 
private 
and 
government 
funds 
already 
spent 
without 
concrete success. And President 
Nixon’s last State of the Union 
Message reaffirmed the national 
resolve. “The time has come 
in America,” he said, “when 
the same kind of concentrated 


effort that split the atom and 
took man to the moon should 
be turned toward conquering 
this dread disease.” 
O n 
the 
medical 
front, 
moreover, 
there 
have 
been 
tangible signs of success to 
justify 
the 
continued 
public 
commitment. During the past 
few years, scientists have begun 
to unravel some of the darker 
mysteries of cancer. 
They are very close — maybe 
as close as a year — to finding 
the cause of some forms of 
c a n c e r , 
particularly 
of 
leukemia, the blood cancer that 
is one of the greatest destroyers 
of children. Cause and cure are 
two different things, of course, 
but once the cause has been 
isolated; a cure should soon 
follow. 
They have developed 
mar- 
v e 1 o u s , 
sophisticated 
new 
treatments for cancers. The use 
of 
chemotherapy 
and 
super­ 
voltage radio therapy, for in­ 
stance. has held some cancers 
in remission. 
And though doctors are wary 
of using the word “cure,” there 
is hard evidence that 90 per 
cent or more of the patients 
w i t h 
localized 
Hodgkin’s 
Disease (a formerly incurable 
lymphatic cancer) have been 
cured 
by 
high-voltage 
radio 
therapy. 
Choriocarcenoma, 
a 
cancer of the male or female 
reproductive 
organs, 
is, 
in 
females, better than 90 per cent 
curable with chemotherapy. 


A FINE ART 
At the same time, surgery has 
become such a fine art that 
more and more cancers are 
b e i n g 
excised 
completely, 
showing no signs of returning. 
Survival charts offer dramatic 
evidence 
of 
progress. 
As 
recently as 1940, 4 out of every 
5 persons who got cancer died. 
Nowadays, 
almost 
twice 
as 
many 
cancer 
patients 
are 
pulling through. 
Eighty-five per cent of the 
women 
who 
develop 
breast 
cancer in w’hich the disease is 
localized now survive; 53 per 
cent of breast-cancer cases with 
regional involvement are living 
for at least five years after 
surgery. 
Thirty-nine per cent of those 
with regionally involved colon 
and rectal cancer are surviving, 
as are 45 per cent of those with 
uterine cancer (regional) and 53 
per cent of those with prostate 
cancer (regional). 
Acute leukemia (which still 
kills 98 per cent of its victims) 
and lung cancer (which kills 
61,000 Americans a year or 
more than the number claimed 


by automobile accidents) have 
proved 
relentlessly 
stubborn. 
B u t 
children 
with 
acute 
leukemia 
are 
living 
much 
longer than before, and indeed 
some may have been cured. 
And if a new' technique for 
detecting lung cancer early 
long 
before 
an 
Xray 
would 
disclose its presence — proves 
successful, it may drastically 
reduce 
the 
disease's 
mortal 
threat. 
No sensible doctor would risk 
p r e d i c t i n g precisely when 
cancer itself might succumb, 
but there are reliable general 
estimates of where the war will 
stand by the year 2000. 
“We can make slow- progress 
during the next 25 years, like 
we have in the past 25 years,” 
says Dr. R. Lee Clark of the 
M.D. 
Anderson 
Hospital 
and 
Tumor 
Clinic 
in 
Houston. 
“We’re 
learning 
something 
every day. So by the end of 
the century we ought to be 
curing perhaps 50 to 60 per cent 
of the cases.” 


ANCIENT DISEASE 
When 
man 
finally 
does 
conquer cancer, he will have 
defeated 
one 
of 
the 
oldest 
known 
diseases. 
There 
are 
descriptions of cancer in the 
epic Indian poem “ Ramayana,” 
dated 2000 years B.C., while 
Egyptian papyri scrolls tell of 
cancer cases in 1500 B.C. 
And the disease was obviously 
familiar to the ancient Greeks 
who gave it its name. The word 
“ cancer” comes from the Greek 
“ karkinos,” 
w h i c h 
means 
“crab,” and is thought to have 
been a reference to the crab­ 
like 
lesions caused 
by 
skin 
cancer. 
What exactly is cancer? 
Very generally, 
it can be 
described as cellular chaos. For 
unknown reasons, healthy cells 
suddenly lose control of their 
growth 
and other 
functions. 
Their usual pattern is to form 
a tumor which attacks normal 
cells, feeds on them to nourish 
itself and then sends off more 
cancerous 
cells 
through 
the 
bloodstream or lymph system 
which form new tumors in other 
vital organs. As cancer kills, 
it grows, and as it grows, it 
kills more. 
But the basic problem — one 
that has stymied scientists for 
centuries and 
prohibited 
the 
discovery of any single “magic 
bullet” cure — stems from the 
fact that cancer is not one 
disease. It is, rather, almost 200 
separate 
maladies, 
many 
of 
which are as different from 
each 
other, 
in 
symptom,

(Continuad from Paga Fourtean) 
sal up. Slowly and carefully, 
sue pressed her fingers into her 
breast — and she felt a lump. 
“ Oh, this couldn't be serious,’’ 
she remembers thinking. “That 
wa" where Chilton (her 7-year- 
ola son) had bumped me in the 
breast two weeks ago. This was 
jusi the leftover bruise.” 
Mrs. Nix had been to her 
doctor for a checkup only three 
months earlier. He had found 
nothing 
awry. 
The 
lump 
couldn’t be cancer. Still, she 
shivered at the thought. 
A* about 7 the next morning, 
Harold C. Nix awoke to find his 
wife exhausted and worried. She 
tola him about the lump and 
he replied flatly, “ Oh, that’s 


just a cyst.” 
An hour later, Dorothy Nix 
was sitting in her family doc­ 
tor's 
office. 
He 
was 
direct. 
There was a 50*50 chance it was 
cancer, he said, and he was 
inclined to think it was. To be 
aure, she would have to see a 
specialist. 
For the next two days, Mrs. 
Nix lived in a limbo of worry. 
In all her life, as she liked to 
say, she had never had one day 
of adversity. “ There were never 
any blips in my life,” she says. 
‘T have everything I was born 
with: tonsils, appendix. Why, I 
had never been in a hospital 
a day in my life except to have 
children.” 
On Monday morning, she saw 


the specialist, Dr. Louis Moore, 
ana she felt rejuvenated. Dr. 
Moore wasn’t worried. There 
would be a biopsy, of course, 
just to m ake sure, but he was 
convinced 
it

nrlignant. Dorothy Nix went 
home elated. 


FEAR RETURNS 
The day before the biopsy was 
to be performed, however, all 
the old fears welled up again. 
Among the papers she had to 
sign 
was 
one 
authorizing a 
radical m astectom y — a breast 
removal. “ But the doctor said 
it was nothing,” she blurted. 
“ Oh, this is just routine,” said 
the nurse. 
The first thing Dorothy Nix 


remembers 
after leaving the 
operating room was a sensation 
oi weight on her chest. Hal was 
at her side. 
“ They had to go all the way, 
Dorothy,” he said softly. 
“ You mean it was cancer?” 
she asked. “ Did they get it 


“ Yes, I think they did,” said 
Hal. 
Mrs. Nix didn’t even sob. She

“ Okay, now I have to deal with

have to recover. Then I’ll deal 
with the other.” The “other” 
— the possibility of recurrence, 
the shadow of death.

apart. 
She 
cried 
— 
not 
hysterically, not from grief so 
much as from fury. She had 
gotten out of bed and looked 
at herself in the mirror. “ Look 
at m e!” she cried. “ Why did 
this happen to m e?” 
For the next few weeks, she 
read all she could. She did 
crewel 
work. 
She 
watched 
television — anything to keep 
her mind occupied and off her 
afflication. Just as she started 
to feel better and began to do 
postoperative exercises, the skin 
over the wound began to slough 
oi f and she went back to the 
hospital for a skin graft. 
It was not a serious problem 
— just enough to return her 
to the doldrums. The cold, gray 


days didn’t help. She cried all 
the 
time, 
musing 
constantly 
about how and when the cancer 
would kill her. 
One night she sat her husband 
dov'n and 
said, “ Hal, 
we’re 
going to talk about death.” 


EVERYBODY DIES 
“ Okay,” he said, “ but first 
lei me preface it with this: 
everybody dies of heart failure 
cr cancer. Now, what else?” 
Somehow, the line broke her 
lip. She laughed and began to 
emerge from her depression. 
She convinced herself that this 
little “ blip” 
wasn’t going to 
change things. “ Some women 
have blamed the problems of 
theii 
m arriage on a m astec­ 


tomy,” she says. “ But that’s 
not the case with us. It just 
made us closer.” 
A prosthesis helped, too. She 
felt unbalanced without a right 
breast. Once She was given a 
prosthetic breast, she moved 
with ease, and she felt better 
about resuming her work as a 
Cub Scout den mother and a 
vo’unteer worker at the LaBrea 
tar pits. 
According to Dr. Moore — 
a*<a to 
Dorothy Nix — her 
recovery has been complete. “ I 
have 
a 
sort 
of 
refined 
awareness of opportunity,” she 
says, “ and a tremendous thank­ 
fulness for all my blessings. No 
one has told me I’m officially 
cured, and I don’t think they 


would. How do you know when 
you’re cured? Before, it was 10 
years, then 7, then 5. I really 
thing it’s emotional. The 
ex­ 
pression I use is, ‘I had cancer. 
I do not now.’ ”

SUNDAY, OCTOBER 24—RESPECT FOR THE CHILD 
Because the state compels children to attend school, 
because children are relatively weak, because they are 
easily coerced, and because 
school is the institution of 
society with which children have their first close con­ 
tact, it is especially important that the school honor 
children's rights and recognize the primacy of their in­ 
terests. 
The most basic right a child has in school is the right of 
access to a satisfactory education. 
Whatever a child's 
color, sex, race, class, physical condition, or behavior, 
he is and should be entitled to publicly supported educa­ 
tional services. 
No child should be excluded, expelled, 
or suspended from such services for more than a few 
days unless alternative provisions for his education are 
available and arranged. 


MONDAY, OCTOBER 25-STATUS QUO 
The risks of maintaining the status quo are as great, or 
greater, than the risks of exploring educational alterna­ 
tives. 
If our society is changing at a rapid rate while 
our schools are changing at a much slower rate and, in 
some cases, remaining constant, we are in the ironic 
position of experimentation by default. 
The situation is 
not unlike that of a man who attends an afternoon rodeo 
in Madison Square Garden dressed in casual attire. 
If 
he stays on to attend an evening concert, he will be in­ 
appropriately dressed. 
Most schools in our educational 
system are undergoing the same kind of gradual separa­ 
tion from society. 


TUESDAY, OCTOBER 26—WHAT EDUCATION IS BASIC? 
Our emphasis has been on factual storage, yet most of 
us will admit (at least to another adult) that we remem­ 
ber little of the factual material we consumed as chil­ 
dren. 
We have known for some time that the skill of 
locating rather than simply recalling factual knowledge 
is paramount. 
Wc are further finding that curricula 
which help a child deal with his feelings and emotions, 
which teach principles of self-control, and which help the 
child cope with the pressures and frustrations of an in­ 
dustrial society are desperately needed yet almost to­ 
tally lacking.

WEDNESDAY, OCTOBER 27-UNSHACKLING THE 
SCHOOLS 
The society carries the obligation to provide the type of 
educational experience in which every child can and 
does succeed. 
School personnel and others delivering 
these services must be responsible both to the children 
and their parents. 
Such accountability can be fostered 
by permitting the child to help plan, design, and imple­ 
ment educational activities. 
THURSDAY, OCTOBER 28—THE VERY YOUNG 
Current evidence indicates that a child's individuality is 
established in the early years, and that these years am 
crtically important in the emergence of healthy identity. 
To avoid the all too common problem of children with 
unfavorable and unrealistic identities, or lack of identity, 
we must teach children almost from birth about their 
own individuality. 
If the idea of non-uniformity could be 
clearly demonstrated to children at an early age, accept­ 
ance of individual differences would be commonplace. 
FRIDAY, OCTOBER 29-REDESIGNING THE SCHOOLS 
Because the school environment is controllable, it offers 
a unique opportunity to help our children respect demo­ 
cratic/legal processes and to understand that democratic 
processes seek or encourage a healthy balance between 
compliance and individual freedom. 
Within the school 
environment, students must have opportunities to ex­ 
perience and test the values on which the democratic 
system depends. 
Such experiences involve fair play, 
individual freedom, exercising occasional authority, and, 
through appropriate representation, the knowledge that 
the individual helps his own destiny. These experiences 
should help a student develop the necessary values and 
behaviors to keep American democracy function and 
healthy. 
SATURDAY, OCTOBER 30—THE WORLD AS SCHOOL 
We must free ourselves from our antequated and erron­ 
eous beliefs that school is the only environment in which 
creativity and learning take place, and that the teacher 
is the sole agent of such achievements. The whole com- 
jC 
munity 
is that environment and all its resources 
must 
provide those experiences which children are denied by 
being confined within classroom walls and regimented 
^ 
spaces, or within the home.

NEW YORK—Don’t grieve for Alvin Dark. The 
trouble still comes down on him no m atter where he 
goes. But the checks arrive on the first and 15th of 
every month, and the Cleveland team is paying him 
$50,000 a season for not working. There are still two 
years to go, and Dark is a guy who knows how to sur­ 
vive. He is a master of angles. But eventually it all 
goes wrong. 
It happened in Cleveland, the way it always starts. 
The proposition is beautiful for a while. The franchise 
holders are fascinated by him. 
They drown in the 
syrup of his charm. 
But then it all turns bad, and 
they are joyous when he departs. It is as though Dark 
is forced to follow a rigid design for failure which he 
is powerless to alter. 
It originally happened in Boston when the Braves 
were there. He was the shortstop and Eddie Stanky 
was the second baseman, and Billy Southworth man­ 
aged them. 
There were nasty arguments, and the 
B raves’ management stood up for Southworth and ex­ 
changed Dark and Stanky for Willard M arshall, Sid 
Gordon, Buddy Kerr and Sam Webb.

They carried Williams off the field on a stretcher, 
and the Giants were furious. The next tim e up Dark 
struck a double and kept running for third base which 
was Robinson’s position then. He hit Robinson hard 
with a deliberate roughness and had appointed him­ 
self the team ’s surrogate to retaliate for Williams. 


P R A ISE D M AYS 
In Willie M ays’ first year with the Giants, Dark 
flattered the kid with praise and helped him through 
the anxious times with advice. It was obvious then 
that Dark wanted to be a manager, and baseball men 
talked about his poise and knowledge of the sport. He 
drifted around the league as his skills diminished, 
and the Giants were in San Francisco and Stoneham 
waited for him. 
Eventually, Dark cam e to San Francisco and Mays 
discussed him with affection and respect. It was won­ 
derful, and the Giants beat the Dodgers in a playoff 
and they lost to the Yankees in the World Series. But 
it changed. The manager and the owner drifted apart. 
Dark was agitated by domestic problems as the ball 
club dropped down. 
The firing of Dark was delayed by an interview 
which he would deny. It had him making racial slurs. 
But Stoneham realized that if he went through with 
his dism issal, it would identify Dark as a bigot. 
He 
lasted out the season, but the long friendship with 
Mays was over. 
The Giants were pleased to get rid 
of him, and Dark was happy to depart. 
It was Charles O. Finley who brought him to the 
A’s, and this time the players considered Dark their 
advocate. 
They denounced Finley when he canned 
Dark twice in a couple of days after impulsively re­ 
hiring him. So strong was Ken Harrelson’s protest, 
that Finley angrily made him a free agent and he 
caught on with the Red Sox for a solid bonus. Seldom 
has a m anager’s canning provoked such bitterness.

Paul, president of the club, figured Dark could bring 
baseball back. 
The tactics were correct. 
The de­ 
cisions Dark made during a ball gam e were brilliant, 
but the players complained they were treated like 
machines. 
It was as though Dark wasn’t using 
people. 
Guys jumped the club. 
“No one cares about m e,” said Vern Fuller, when 
asked for a reason why he took off. 
Gradually, using the sly diplomacy for the game, 
Dark was pushing into Paul’s terrain. 
He was more 
than a manager, and suddenly Paul didn’t have the 
title of general manager. 
Neither did Dark, but he 
had the responsibility. 
The team was sullen, and 
the manager was remote. 
It was occurring again, 
and this year it was disclosed incentive clauses had 
been inserted into some of the players’ contracts. 
This is prohibited by baseball law, and the propo­ 
sition was declared invalid by Bowie Kuhn, the com­ 
missioner. 
The Indians settled into last place, and 
now Dark is gone and once again Paul was running 
the franchise and Johnny Lipon was living in the 
manager’s two-room suite in the hotels on the road.

The first volume was the 687- 
page ‘‘God Is An Englishman.” 
The 
second 
is

Kingdom.” , 
The remaining three volumes 
presumably are in the works. 
The family is that of Adam 
Swann, 
founder 
of 
a 
com-1 
mercially 
successful 
carting 
firm and his wife, Henrietta. 
The first book in the series 
dealt with Adam and Henrietta. 
They still figure prominently in 
the second volume but much of 
the narrative is given over to 
their 
nine 
children 
and 
one 
adopted daughter. 
By dealing the Swanns this 
many children, Delderfield, of 
course, made it easier for him­ 
self and vastly more interesting 
for the reader to illustrate the 
many aspects that made up the 
age in which his book is laid. 
The author has written that,1 
‘‘The span of years, 
1879-90, 
was a bonus. It was an age 
when the British Empire adapt­ 
ed to its almost accidental role 
of successor to Rome, when 
new inventions and new atti­ 
tudes of mind were breaking 
through almost as dramatically 
as they have done in the post- 
Second World War period. This 
gave me plenty of elbow room, 
for Adam’s children could go to 
work in a variety of theaters, 
most of which were not avail­ 
able to their father or their 
mother.”
